There is a very general opinion in Congre is 
and out of it that the Ohio, being a national 
public highway, should be Improved by the 
Government and not by an Incorporated c om 
pany. 80 long as thero was any reasonable 
hope that the Government would do the 
work, ibis opinion was a \ery natural and 
1 uper one. In the present condition of the 
Governmeut finances, there can be now very 
little tope that this will be undertaken as a 
Government work. Congress ha< been pe 
titioned either to make this improvement or 
to allow tbe States and cities on tbe Ohio to 
do it for themselves. Now it Is evident that 
Congress will not do it, and the Ohio States 
and cities cannot do it without congressional 
authority giving them the privilege by 
charter. We can have this or nothing. The 
nation will hardly be expected to be In a bet- 
ter financial condition for engaging In such 
an undertaking for the ne\t half century, it 
cva. It then comes to this: if we wait fcr 
Congress to do it, this gene rat on will not see 
It done. Shall we continue to sufTer the great 
loase3 arising from the want of this Improve- 
ment rather than forego our prejudices or ob 
Jectlons to a company:- We grant that tbe 
general Government ought to do the work, 
but it will not or cannot 

Let us look for a moment to the objections 
to a company. 

It Is said that a company would put tolls 
on the commerce of tbe river and the Gov- 
ernment would not. It is true that a company 
would be under the necessity of levying tolls, 
but it is aot certain hut the Government 
would be obliged to do the same . F very thing 
must be taxed now-a-days, or the Government 
goes down. 

It is objected iLat a company would oppeess 
the commerce by such a rate of tolls as would 
make their fortunes out oi the necessities of 
the people. But it is proposed to limit the 
dividends to six per cent , with an additional 
tax of lour per cent, to go into a sicking 
fund, by which the works would be paid fcr 
in about twenty years. 

It Is objected that freights would thus be 
higher. This Is evidently a mistake. Theywould 
be uniformly low. The boats wonlJ have 
business all the year, in place ot six moaths. 
The tolls, it has teen ascertained, would be 
less than half what they are on the New York 
canals, where the inlsnd freight Is th? cheap- 
est in the woild. Now Ireijrhts are much 
higher, even during the few months of navi- 
gation, for the reason that the boats must 
make up at this time what they lose during 
several months of low water. 

It Is objected that, it tolls are required, the 
steamboat interests will suffer. Not so. The 
boating interests wonld be generally benefit- 
ed. By having always plenty of water, they 
can carry full freights and make more money 
carrying heavy loads, by paying toll, than by 
carrying a quarter of a load at high freights 
without tolls. Besides, business will be more 
constant and regular — no laying up for low 
water— and the business of the river would 
greatly increase. 

It is objected thit a company migYt put 
works in the river that would be an injury 
rather than an improvement; but it may be 
answered that a company organized ;:s pro- 
posed will be leas likely to do this tban the 
Government, since, by the proposed bill, the 
plans require the approval of two-thirds oi 
the Legislatures of the tlx Ohio 8utec belore 
the work can be commecud. 

It 16 ot jected that a company shotl i not be 
lntrubttd with a national highway. Currency 
is a national matter, and some think that the 
Government should make all tbe paper mot ey, 
but tbe Government has intrusted it to hun- 
dreds of private corporations, and given them 
the privilege of inakirg twelve or fifteen per 
cecL on the capital cut of the people. Rail- 
roads are chartered all over the country, uud 
allowed to make as large dividend* as ttey 
please. It the Government were to attempt 
to run them, tbe public would probabh sutler 
more than now. But the k ud of company 
proposed Is cot a private company, but one 
m.de of States and cities most directly inter- 
ested— a company eminently public and na- 
tional. 

The Loulev.lle aud Portland canal was 
made by a private company, chartered by the 
Bute of Kentucky, and was authorieed to 
make clghleeu per cent. prcflL Tbe Govern- 
ment finally became the owner of the stock 
by buying It all except five shares, and it is 
still worked under the Kentucky charter, the 
holders of the five shares acting as directors 
As owner of this canal, the Government re- 
ceived as dividends from tax on the commerce 
of the river, in the shape of tolls, more than 
enough to pay for the whole work before It 
would allow tbe tolls to go towards its im 
provemeat and enlargement. A committee 
of the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, in 
1850, said : 

As matters now stand, the Government of 
the L'nitt-d States is the yreat imprarti.-able in 
the way of the improvement of the Onio river. 
Virtually it is the obstruction at the falls, and 
not the rocks in the river's bed. These would 
crumbla at the touch ot private enterprise. 

* It is preposterous, nsy it is shame- 
ful, that a whole people should oe taxed, an- 
noyed, restricted year after year by the alti 
tuue ot ihe Government in this matter." 

And certainly the Government has quite 
enough to attend to just now, without looking 
after the Western rivers. Better authorize the 
States through which and between which they 
run to attend to them. 

It Is difficult to see whjMassachuseits, Con 
nectieu', New York, and Michigan, should 
have any fears that the six Ohio States and the 
twenty Oalo cities could manage their public 
highways without prejudice to the public in- 



Who is GtTLTT op Distkioh.— A short time 
since, in reply to an article from our neighbor 
of the Journal, we noticed the disunion senti- 
ment iu New England, going as far back as 
IT*J6, and especially the assembling of the 
Hartford Convention under Massachusetts 
auspices. That Massachusetts and a mnj mty 
ot New England haTe always been disloyal, is 
an historical fact too strong for denial. In 
1845, the Legislature of Massachusetts de- 
clared a war with Mexico cause for a dissolu 
tion of the Union, and, ipso facto, the Union 
was dissolved, and Massachusetts must revert 
to her original lights as ai independent State. 
In 135o, eleven years after, the same party that 
had warred against the Union, from the ad 
ministration of Washington to the adminis- 
tration of Buchanan, passed the following 
6eties of resolutione: 

Rexioej, 1st. That the necessity of disunion is 
written in the whole existing character and condi- 
tion of the two sections of tne country, in their so 
cial argantzation, education, habits, and law?, 
iu the daneer of our white citizen* in Kansa*. and 
our colored men in Boston; in the wounds of Chas 
Sumner and the laurels of his assailant?; and no 
government on earth was ever strong enough to 
hold together such opposing forces. 

2d. That this movement does not merely see 
disunion, but the more perfect union of free States 
by the t-rpuUloh of th' ulare Statu ft om the confed- 
eration M which thsij hart eeer bun an eletnsrtt of 
di$cord, dai.gu and ditgrace. 

«d. That it is not probable that the ultimate 
severance or the Union will bo an act of delibera- 
tion or discussion; but that a long period of delib 
eration and discussion innst precede it, and here 
we meet to begin the work. 

4th. That henceforward, intttad nf regarding i t 
at an objection to any »y*lem of policy that it wiU 
lead to a re/>aration of the State*, we wilt proclaim 
that to be the high*»t of all recmnn\endation*. and 
the greatest proof of ftatesvmnghip, and v<Ul sup- 
port politically iucn meti and measure* at ajtptar to 
tend tttnU to this rfsult.

Library tr ihb Ptblic Schools.— It will 
be remembered by some of the readers of the 
Democrat that stvetal weeks ago we called 
their attention to the fact tbat the Library of 
the Mechanics' Association could probably be 
secured by the School Board if a building 
could be procured in which to place it. It 
was suggested in the same article that the 
building on the corner of Center and Walnut 
streets would be suitable for the present; that 
it might furnish rooms, also, for the meetings 
of the School Board and cilices for the Secre- 
tary and Superintendent, and a ball for the 
meeting*, of teachers, free public lectures, &c. 
la the course of a lew weeks the library re- 
ferred to was turned over to the city for tbe 
use of tbe public schools, the School Board 
paying a debt of about $700. With the per- 
mission of Mayor Kaje the books were placed 
in this building on the corner oi Center and 
WalnuL 

Two or three weeks ago a resolution passed 
the General Council, requesting the Mayor to 
sell this property. This resolution did not 
receive the approval of the Mayor. We have 
procured a copy ot his communication to the 
Common Council and think it proper to lay 
it before our readers. This paper was referred 
by vote of the Council to the Committee on 
Education. It is earnestly hoped that for the 
credit of the city and the improvement of our 
youth, a favorable report will be made. 

The facts referred to by the Mayor were 
probably not in the minds of the majority of 
the Honorable body who voted in favor ot 
selling the property. Their efforts to husband 
the means and curtail the expenses of the city 
are most praiseworthy, and entitle them to 
public favor. But when noble enterprises for 
the improvement of the youth of a great city 
are proposed, liberality is true economy. Let 
well-directed expenditure provide for the ac- 
commodation of all the children of the city 
in good tcuools and wise legislation provide 
for their attendsnce during a certain portion 
of each year, and it would not be long until 
the juvenile inmates of the House of Refuge 
would be decreasing in number, and there 
would be less complaint i.y tbe daily press on 
account of the number and depravity of the 
vagrant boys of our city. 

It Is all very well to build jails and work- 
houses, and to increase the eiUciency of the 
p-lice; but "An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure," and Burke utl 
when he said. "Education is the 
of a nation." Public schools are either a 
blessing or curse to a city or State; if the 
former, make them available to all, and ren- 
der them as efficient as possible; if the latter, 
euspend them at once. That our own excel- 
lent public school system Is productive of in- 
calculsble benefit to the youth enjoying its 
advantages, none but bigots and soulless 
niggards would publicly assert. 

That these schools do not increase the value 
of city property more than double the amount 
of their cost (two and a half mills on the dol- 
lar), any political economist would hardly 
risk his reputation by denying. If so, the 
pla'n duty of our public men is to foster and 
maintain them. Wise expenditure in their 
behalf is true economy. Books and school 
masters are far less expensive than judges, 
sheriffs, and all the paraphernalia of courts. 

In a great, growing city like ours, a public 
library, comparatively tree to the young of 
both sexes and ail ages, is a moral and intel- 
lectual necessity. Who can tell how many 
Fultone, Bowditches, Burritts, Morses and 
Ericssons may be developed by judicious pub- 
lic liberality and foresight among the very ap- 
prentices in our midst? 

Who would be willing to contend that tbe 
education and culture of Bow ditch, secured 
mainly through the instrumentality of the 
libraries of Boston and vicinity, has not been 
worth more in a pecuniary point of vie 
than all the expenditure necessary to their 
establishment? But why eay more? Our ex 
cellent Mayor, always on the alert to promote 
the great moral, intellectual, and business in- 
terests of tbe city, is in favor of such a noble 
enterprise as tbe one to which we refer; and 
the Common Council have referred his rec 
ommendatlon to the Committee on Education, 
composed of very intelligent gentlemen, who 
will, no doubt, rt p jrt favorably, and be sus- 
tained by tbe Council; and we shall soon have 
an opportunity of congra' ulating the youth 
of our community upon the inauguration ot 
an enterprise which, increased, as it will be, 
by the liberal contributions of onr publie- 
tpirtted citizen", will soon become invaluable

"And Nathan said to David, Thou art the man.' i 
Samuel, 1*7. 

In the beginning I wish to notice in few 
words a common, popular objection to the 
Bible, founded on tbe decoration that David 
"was a man after God's own heart " In this 
phraseology, it !.s alleged that a peison wbo 
perpetrated acta of the most enormous, flagrant 
itjustice and lnquity that we can conceive of, 
is represented as a model man, a pre-eminent 
saiut, an example of all righteousness. I have 
not rpace to examine this argument in detail. 
But I feel certain that it is en tirely aroundles*. 
Establish the position that the Bible in a sin- 
gle instance calls evil good, sin holiness, tbe 
morally black white, ud I will immediately 
abandon the book- into the hands of its ene- 
mies. 

The passage before us is easily explainer?. 
David had led a career of uniform and unexam- 
pled purity prior to the day when he waa pro- 
nounced to be a man after God's own heart. 
His early years, youth, maturity, and the first 
acts of his administration on tbe throne of 
Israel were beautiful as tbe flowers of spring, 
it is only with reference to this part of his 
life that he is set up as a paragon of excel- 
lence. No encomium* are passed upon him 
after his soul had been steeped in the dye of 
atrociouB and unparalleled guilt. Poor man ! 
the star of his earthly glory from that mo- 
ment began to decline and finally set in thick 
darkness ; though we have conclusive svidence 
tbat he died a true penitent. 

But there is another interpretation of these 
words, which to you mav seem preferable. It 
is thought by many expounders that they 
were not orheiuallv applied to designate the 
moral rectitude of David, but his patriotic at- 
tachment to the principles of the Jewish con- 
stitution, as laid down bv Mcses, the inspired 
lawgiver. Now everybody knows that a per- 
son may be a good man in public, at the same 
time that sad blemishes deform bis private 
character and deportment. Either of these 
erp anatlons amply vindicates Scripture from 
the charge of broaching practical errors that 
tend to undermine those grand, primitive facts 
on which depend the virtue, the hopes aad 
the happiness of our race. 

To me it is plain that if the Bible had been 
written by impes o s, the transgressions of 
David would never have been published to 
the world. The tide of everlasting oblivion 
would have roUed over them. Impostors 
studiously avoid saving anything about the 
sins of their favorites. The sacred volume 
gives us a true, ue flattered portrait of its he- 
roes. This fact is a most strikirg proof of its 
divinity, and imparts to tke work that pro- 
found knowledge of the human heart, of 
human character and human- lite, which ren- 
ders its pages so pecnliaily interesting to all 
ages, castes and def crip ions of men. Hence 
the Bible beyond all other books enables us 
to trace and lay open the most hidden, recon- 
dite ways and windings of a depraved soul, 
and to apply the correctives rt quisile for its 
renewal to wisdom, holiness ana life eternal. 

"And Nathan said to David, Thou <trf the 
man You remember the outlines of the 
story eonnected with tbe text. It Is neees- 
saiy for me briefly to advert to it. David be- 
came enamored of Bathaheba, a beautiful and 
accomplished lady, the wife of Uriah, a noble- 
mau of great abilities and extraordinary moral 
worth. Instead of checking the passion in its I 
iocipient state, and before it had asaumei the 
aspect of guilt, he gave himself up, without 
restraint, to its delusive and dangerous laa 
cinations. In process of time he besran seri- 
ously to revolve the idea of putting Uriah to 
death, the only obstacle, as he vainly imag- 
ined, in the way of his complete felicity. 

Of all the plans which occurred to him, the 
following seemed to be the b.-st. At that 
moment the armies of Israel, under their com- 
mander-in chief, Joab— a hard-hearted, un- 
scrupulous man— were bes'eging Rabbatb- Am- 
nion, a strongly fortified city, on the eastern 
side of the river Jordan. The siege was obsti 
nate, protracted and sanguinary. David Bent 
a sealed letter to Joab by the hand of Bathshe- 
ba's husband, sayisg, "Set Uriah, as soon as 
he arrives, in the tore-front of the hottest 
bittle and retire from bim (leave him alone), 
that he may be smitten and die." The cruel 
mandate is obeyed, and the man who loved 
tbe kine as his own soul, a brave officer who 
had bared bis breast to the fiercest shock of 
many battle fields, falls a victim, not to the 
ordinarv fate of war, but to the unparalleled 
pet tidy "of a great and pious monarch, whose 
honor bad never as yet been even tuspected. 
As soon as Bathsheba became a widow David 
took her to his palace, and tbe nuptials were 
celebrated wilh great pomp and splendor. 
The poor, infatuated sovereign flittered him- 
self that all things would now go on smoothly 

that his baseness would never be known nor 

punished. But no euilty enterprise, in this 
world of ours, was ever successful ; and there 
exits in the unchanginer, eternal laws of nature 
an inseparable connection between sin and 
punishment. No art, no contrivance, no 
skill, no power of the transgressor can sever 

lt Soon after we read "that tbe Lord sent Na- 
than the prophet uuto David." L-it us ob- 
serve the manner ol this proceeding. How 
delicate, skillful and wise wss his address, if 
he had awe-kened tbe anger of Divid.it might 
have cost bim his life. He begins, therefore, 
with a narrative ia the shaps of a parable, ap- 
parently relating to total strangers. "In a 
certain vilhtge," says the prophet (probably 
calling It by name), "there reside two men, 
tbe oue rich and the other poor. The rich 
man is exceedingly opulent in lands, flocks, 
herds and other possessions; bnt the poor man 
bad nothing but one little pet ewe lamb, 
which he had bought and nourished up; it 
grew up a companion with him and his chil- 
dren; it did eat at the same table and drank 
ot th* same cup, and lay in his bosom, and 
was unto him as a daushter." What a simple, 
yet charming storv el rural life! "And there 
came a traveler unto the rich man, and he 
spared to take of his e«n dock and his own 
herd, but took tbe poor man's lamb and dress- 
ed it lor the man tbat waa come to him. 
David could restrain his indignation no longer, 
and he exclaimed "es the Lord livetb," by the 
justice ot the Lteirnal abe common form of a 
Jewish oath) "the man that hath done this 
thing shall surely die; and he shall restore the 
limb fourfold because he did this thing, and 
because he had no pity." And Naihaa said 
to David, "Thou art the man. 

The moment these words were uttered tbe 
faoeue of gnilh which had passed almost from 
his memory, came back fresh to hie mind, 
with all its unutterable horrors. And the 
throned monarch, witb all the paraphernalia 
of sup erne power aronnd him, quailed, cow- 
ered amf trembled before the pointed finger 
t -nd the piercing, majestic, though mournful 
«ue of that man of God. lit cries out, in- 
deeJ I am the man. I have robbed, trampled 
Soon insult* and murdered my best friend'. 
oTEsJ have I sinned against the Most ED£ 
Tnfln be uttered these memorable words in 
the "ist Fsalm, "Have mercy upon me, O God,

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Does not this seem reasonable* According 
to th's principle David was punished In his 
life time for tbe misconduct Into which he 
was led by his partiality for Bathsheba, al- 
though he became a sincere penitent. The 
whole narrative proves this. Iu that short in 
tervlew with Nathan he felt a remorse and 
anguish iniinittly more severe than any tor- 
ture which material sgents can Inflict. 

Bu . lt Is said «ome sinners are so hardened 
hat they cannot suffer from remorse. I douM 
the correctness of this statement. Yet, ad- 
mitting its truth, It only corroborates th* 
doctrine just mentioned. E«* us not overlook 
tbe fact that moral insensibility is th» great- 
est of all punishments. When a man's moral 
nature is absorbed in the animal, the mere 
brute; when all those nicer chorda whence 
spring the appropriate and highest enjoyments 
of accountable beings are broken and dis- 
cordant; when the sinner becomes an utter 
repr bate, an unfeeling wretch — a beacon set 
up am 1st the rocks and shoals of crime, to 
warn others against rushing into similar «' 
dation, he le an instance of the most dr 
form of retribution ever suffered in 
eternity. 

In addition, I would remark, that David 
suffered external punishments, as well aa in- 
ward compunctions. Oo*> child after another 
was laid in the grave. You remember the 
story of Absolom, the favorite son of the king. 
O! what inconceivable agony wrung that 
father's soul, when he uttered these words— 
"O, my eon Absalom, my son, my son Absa- 
lom: would God I had died for tbee, O! Absa- 
lom, my son, my son!" From the date of his 
moral fall he had no worldly peace. A suc- 
cession of judgments beat uoon him, till he 
found repose in the grave. Yet, all this time, 
he was an unfeigned, humble penitent. The 
punishment was continued to increass his 
penitence and augment his perfection. Pun- 
ishment, iu its bearings on repentance, may 
be compared to the water and soap employed 
in cleansing polluted garments. It is essen- 
tial to the faith, piety and purification of a 
backsliding spirit 

That evangelical forgiveness doea not imply 
remission of punishment is made certain by 
tbe declaration of inspired men. We read. 
"God will punish everv soul of man for all the 
evil which he doeth. ' Though handjiia in 
hand, the wicked shall not be unpunished." 
Or, as Professor Stuart says, "It is not pos- 
sible for sin to go unpunished." Solemn, u«- 
chanijeabU truth .' " He that doeth wrong shall 
receive the punishment which that wrong de- 
serves. God will by no means exonerate the 
guilty from punishment. The punishment of 
tbe wicked shall be upon him and no other." 
Numerous other texts of a similar import might 
be adduced. Who dare give the 'U to these 
positive, unequivocal assertions ot Jeho- 
vah? You cannot explain them away by any 
well-grounded criticism. There they stand, 
plain, literal, unmovable — glowing with the 
light of eternal truth— truth as salutary and 
restraining as it ia luminous and reasonable. 
And if all the people believed this truth they 
wonld all begin to lead a christian life to-day. 
How can they embrace i' , so long as th? pu'pit 
assures them th at in the Gospel a way ia pro- 
vided whereby they may commit sin to tha 
last hour and be saved from its hut punish 
tueni ' That was the theology preached by the 
serpent to Ad im and Eve They found its 
falsehood by bitter experience. From thai day 
to the present it has been the grand delusion 
which has led the millions of our race to sin 
and ruin. 

Thirdly.— We learn from David's apostasy 
that persons may, for a time, live iu the coni- 
ininalon of a gross sia without being fully 
aware of it. O ! the inconsistency, wayward- 
ness and self-deception of the human heart ! 
When one who is enlightened makes up his 
mind to do what is in reality sinful, he first 
persuades himself bv a train of sophistical 
arguments that a general evil is In his partic- 
ular case a good. It would ba most disgrace- 
ful and abominabla in bis neighbors or any 
body else, but in him-e f it is quite pardonable. 
Allow me to illustrate this point by relating 
an incident : Once, in a neighboring State, 
tbere l.ved a clergyman of pre-eminent abili- 
ties , elcqneece and piety, who was celebrated 
for the awful power of his invectives against 
urunkards. He was attbeliead ef the temper 
ance reform in that neighborhood, and trav- 
eled over a wide circuit in the prosecution ot 
au arduous and responsible enterprise. At 
length some of his intimate friends found out 
that this apostle himself wss in the habit of 
taking his brandy and water. Tbe discovery 
alarmed them, both for fear that the fact in'gh; 
leak out and destroy hrs usefulnesss, and also 
the apprehension that ultimately he might bo 
led into the very sin which ae so much ab- 
horred and so eloquently denounced. I', was 
therefore determined that two of his most 
confidential associates should converse with 
him on the subject. He received them with 
bis usual urbanity, bnt expressed the greatest 
astonishment that it was thought by any ot 
bis acquaintances that he stood in need ot ad- 
monition touching this matter. And he re- 
peated the words of Hiziel, the Syrian noble- 
man, to Eliaha, the prophet: "But what, is 
thy servant a dog, that he should do this great 
thing*" "True," said he; "under certain cir- 
cumstances 1 am in the habit of using a little 
brandy simply as medicine. For, such is one 
of my Ul'-axyiicrasiix, that I cannot possibly 
speak in public without the assistance of arti- 
ficial stimulus. I wish it were otherwise, but 
I cannot help it. A necessity is ldd upou me 
by the hand of God." In short, he spoke 
with so much reason and eloquence in behalf 
of the above-named idiosyncrasy, that even 
his friends concluded he was in the path of 
duty, and tbat it was safe for bim to go on as 
he was. A few years afterwards this man died 
a complete, incorrigible sot. 

You could not fiad a bad person in this city 
in whom inconsistency, waywardness and 
ee f-deception of heart do not operate to blind 
his eyes to his own siufulnet*. Some inJioayn- 
crasy, he fanc ies, mattes ih it right in bim wh-eh 
would be wrong and even abominable is any 
body else. Let ns never forget that no 
strength of temptation can reoder an set law- 
ful which the divina law expressly forbid*. 

Fourthly — We may iee, through this pot tion 
of Scripture, how prone men are to substitute 
the praise of what is right in tbe room ot do- 
ing it. When assembled in this place to wor- 
ship God no ontward spectacle on earth is 
more interesting than that which we exhibit. 
Suppose a total stranger shonld form a judg- 
ment of onr characters from seeing ns only 
when engaged in the solemn services of the 
sanctuary. Would he not conclude that we 
were highly intelligent, good and refined' 
Now, suppose further, tnat with an eye of om 
niscience he could follow each one of ns from 
church and see all our hearta and doings from 
the time ot leaving tbe temple one Sabbath to 
that of entering it a week afterwards. Wonld 
he not discern an Immense, most melan- 
choly difference between our Sunday and our 
every -day character:' Would there not be as 
great a difference between them as between 
toe picture of a person and the warm, bright, 
vivid, living reality that it but faintly repre- 
sent*? 

The minds of wicked people are filled with 
admiring thougbta of goooness, respect for 
benevolence, rapture at the morally beautiful, 
joy in the true, exultation in the pure and re- 
fined, even with many of those sympathies, 
sod hopes which ennoble man's higher nature 
and demonstrate his immortal i y. But, not 
being carried out into the dally practices of 
life, they do not sanctify their hearts; they 
only play around them, like the aurora bo- 
realis, or northern lights, around some Green- 
1 ind mountain-top, wnich leave no impression 
on that eternal snow and ice. Vigorous, 
systematic, har>i;ual acting alone can ass i mi- 
lite one to God and Invest him with evangel- 
ical religion. 

You have all heard of that phenomenon 
which philosophers call a ,n-rag-. Travelers, 
thirsty, worn out and ready to perish, by some 
optical Illusion sre made to think that they 
see not far before them an oasis— a spot of 
green grass, sweet flowers, cooling springs 
and delightful retreats. They expect in a tew 
moments to set their feet on the lovely scene. 
But it constantly retreats as they advance, till 
finally- it vanishes forever from their view and 
they are left to perish on the burning desert. 
So all those who do not obey God, wnose ac- 
tions are not in harmony with His will, what- 
ever may be their sentiments, spend their 
lives in pursuit of shadows only, poor, benight- 
ed, trembling spirits, upon a wide, bleak, 
boundless waste, destitute, deserted, forlorn 
aad forsaken. 

My friends, I doubt not that your souls are 
now filled with just and noble sentiments 
concerning religioo. Carry your present state 
of mind Into the world sad live every future 
hour in harmony therewith, and all will be 
right.

It was teleRreph- 
ed her»c* bv the Independent telegraph line, 
but refused by tbe other lines, doubtless Tor 
pru'lent'al reasons, that a grett victory was 
uchirved by Grant on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, he drleinar the rebels two and a half 
nflei with Immense loss, snd that he was fol- 
lowlop; mornlag by an assault upon the rebel 
wo-ks. 

The Star, In noticing a similar state- 
ment of a temporary afernoon correspond- 
ent, remarks : We should be triad to 
be able to confirm this news, but 
I ave to gay, after dillifrent enquiry, we are sut 
iffl-d that the Government has received no 
uch information, or any information of more 
decisive results than that furnished by the 
Tribune dispatch elsewhere. 

The fact that Meade was able to stand the 
b'unt of the Confederate onset with a portion 
of his cemmand, is considered a hopeful In- 
d'e nior>, and we hope soon to be able to an- 
no'inc? a decisive vic'.orj-. 

The above contradiction of the statement 
is believed to bt based on reliable informa- 
lon.

Tbe attack of Lee was on our advance 
guard, who doubtless anticipated a vicfory by 
his onslaught before the main boJy could ad- 
vance to the fi-ld of battle.

Washington, May T. 

I'p to 5 o'clock tb's afternoon tbe Govern- 
ment had received no Information of more 
decissive results than was furnished by the 
Tribune's dispatch, published this morning; 
therefore tbe reports of the great victory 
nchieved by Gen. Grant on Wednesday and 
Tbursdav, and the pursuirg of the enemy on 
Prtda?, Ac, are to say the least not reliable. 

M;jor Generals French and Keyes have 
been mustered out of the volunteer service by 
order of the President. 

As the down train from Brandy Station was 
on the way down this morning, when about 
three miles this side of Bu'l Run it was fired 
into by guerrillas concealed In the wocle; a 
volley was returned by the guard on the train. 

Washington, May 7. 

The Republican has the following : The 
Government has informa'.ion to-day, whether 
from official sources or other we are unable 
to learn positively at the moment of ijoinc to 
ore«s. that on We-rn^flday at 4ayM?ht Gen 
Grant's whole army was entirely across the 
Rapidan. It marched to a plain a little be- 
yond and near the old Chancellorsville battle 
gr«uD(l, when Lee w«s forced out of his works 
and offered battle, which was at once accept- 
ed. The light became fierce and lasted til] 
dark, the enemy being forced back some dis- 
tance with great lo%s, leaving his killed and 
wounded in our hands. 

The two armies lay oo their arms all Wf d- 
n^duy ulght. and at daylight on ThursJay the 
battle opened again and raged furiously on 
both sides until dark, when it was found that 
tbe enemy hid been for In the two days' battle 
two miles and a half, leaving heaps of de.ad 
and wounded on the field to be buried and 
taken ere of by our troops. 

We have head various'estimates made of 
the number slaughtered, but at this moment 
it is useless to speculate on the f ubjecL Eve- 
ry one knows that it must have been terrible. 

On Friday roomirg at 5 o'clock the forces 
came marshalling for another cocfllcr, Grant's 
moving on Let's works. Un to »h?s time 
Bnrnsidt'j ceipu, numbering 30,000 men, had 
^keo no part in the battle, but at half-past 
five o'clock, wss marching Into position to en- 
gage in the bloody contest of the third day's 
battle. Of tbe result of this days' battle, we 
have no report up to tbe mom. nt of goine to 
prets. The battle commenced at 0 o'clock in 
the morning. Unless Lee rec< Ivfs reinforce 
men's f qual to Baruside's corpt, the battle of 
Fr.day Mia* hav* proven terribly disastrous 
to him. The. fact that we have received no 
newa of yesterday's flzbt, leads to the belief 
that Lee is endeavoring In get away to R\c»i- 
mond, and G-ant is in pursuit.

According to Mr. Leontrd Wray, who fur- 
nishes the first and only original account of 
the Iniohee, the periods in which the differ- 
ent varieties mature are »9 follow: 
Vitn-bis cha-a p —from four to five months. 
E-a na-modee— from three and a naif to four 
and a half mon'hs. * 
K-engha — four months. 
Nee-a-Ea na— 'hrec months. 
Boom vwa-na— from three to thres aad a 
half months. 
Oom see-a-na— thre? months. 
Shla-go'va— three aud a half mtmthe. 
Sbla-goo-udee — three and a half months. 
Several other varieties are specified by Mr 
Wray, but the time In whtca they mature is 
no. given. Of the foregoing, several are fa, 
miliar varhtie*, and U will occur to those who 
hive had any experienee with the.m that the 
time in wnlch they are stated to mature. Is as 
romantic as some of the o'her Zulu-kafflr In- 
formation given by Mr. Wray. The want of 
conformity in our canes to the descriptions of 
the same, when raised on the eastern coas'. of 
Africa, should not, however, be wondered at. 
It would not be surprising If tbe conformity 
were less. 

The inquiry comes to us from every section 
cf the country for early eeed. What shall we 
saj? Nearly all the above varieties are re- 
ported both early and late by di ft" -.rent oper- 
ators, and we know that by the accidents of 
cul'ivaiion each may become either late or 
early, accordingly aa they have been fcr a few 
years successively grown. In southern lati- 
tudes where the seed is allowed to remain on 
the stalk in the field weeks or a month after 
its mature, tbe growth of that seed the next 
year will be sluggish It will, the next year, 
take a week or two longer to develop, for the 
teed knotc* that there is uo necessity for haste. 
On the other hand, seed gathered as soon and 
a little ttefore it is fully mature, has been re 
minded that it must hurry up to escape tbe 
destroyer, and it will certainly do so. By 
taking advantage of this law, wnieh is as true 
and as universal as nature, we can procur • 
seed which will develop fully iu any latitude 
this tide of perpetual snow, or at least in any 
region where Indian corn can be grown. It 
requires no more heat to form the sugar oi 
cane than to develop the starch of corn, but 
tbe same. Of course this abridging the period 
•I development will diminish the siz) of the 
stalk, but not, we think, proportionally, aud 
it must not be expected that the change in 
time of maturing can he suddenly produced. 
It must be by a slow and gradual operation 
carefully and rationally brought about.

Rise and Disapfkaksmce of Disease* — 
Some diseases have arisen into great preva- 
lence, and have afterwards almost entirely 
disappeared. Of this description are the lep- 
rosy and the sweating sickness. The leprosy 
appears to have committed the moit extensive 
ravages, and to bave had hospitals erected sole- 
ly for iu relief. I ' became general throughout 
Kurope in the twelfth century. The sweating 
6ickne«e is supposed to have been introduced 
into England bv the army which invaded it 
under Henry VIL I: prevailed from 1485 to 
1551; and in some years, in one month in 
au.umc, was equal iu fatality to the plague. 
The diseases which have arisen, but have not 
disappeared, are the small -pox, the measles, 
and perhaps other specific contagious diseases. 
Though the exact period of their origin can- 
not be ascertained, there was a time when 
none of these were known here. The dis- 
eases which have prevailed, with various 
degrees of frequency and fitallty at different 
periods, are— plague, dysentery, internal 
fever, typhus fever, snull-DOx, scurvy and 
rickets. The first plague was in 480; the last 
in which it was epideaiic here was in Wl, It 
was named in tbe bills of mortality as late as 
1679. Internal fever, scurvy, dysentery and 
ricsets have declined of late years. Scarlet 
fever, consumption, gout, dropsy, palsy, and 
all uervoua diseases, have increased.

The « rand Army of the Potomac crossed 
the Kapidan Wednesday. The Second corps 
moved 'luesdav to the mills opposite Ely's 
ford. On Wednesday morning at four o'clock 
the cavalrv crossed and drove the rebel pick- 
ets from "the opposite bights. Meeting no 
opposition the position waa gained, and the 
oort« moved at seven o'clock, taking the road 
to Chacc llortville, at which place Gen. Han- 
cock weuld establish his bean quarters. The 
Fifth and 8i\'h corps crossed G ermania ford 
in tbe court* of the dav, taking the road to 
the Wilderness. Wednesday night Warren's 
headquarters were at the Wilderness, Sedg- 
wick at bis right, and the general headquar- 
ters atGermania lord. 

On Thursday morning the rebels pressed 
our pickets and appeared to be in strong force 
on cur right. The Fifth New York cavalry 
skirmished on the Orange Courthouse road , 
near Perkins' tavern, and were <iriven in with 
severe loss, leaving many wounded on the 
field. Griffith's division was charged to go 
forward on our right, at 11 o'clock, to feel the 
enemy's position, and were nut by the rebel 
General A. P. Hill, supported by Gen. F.well. 
An notion took place, in which we captured 
'J0O prisoners, though it waa reported that we 
had lctt two gunc. In tbe meantime Hancock 
marched his corps to th* right to connect 
\n ith Warren, and bad hardly got into position, 
bis left resting on or near Ckancellorsville, 
when he was attacked by Locgsircet with bis 
lull corps and part o'f Ewtll's. Hancock, 
with the assistance of Getty's division of the 
Sixth corps, was under musket fire for two 
hours and a half, in which 
fered sererely, but 

upon the rebels. ] 
Other developments showed J*ee to 
have his whole lorce in our front. ' 
This knowledge of their position was 
of course higiily important, and was 
thus obtained only by the greatest skill in 
handling our troops. It not being the pur- 
pose of Meade to advance on tbe enemy, he 
ordered a line of battle to be held till morn- 
ing. The position of our troops on Thursday 
night was parallel with md a little in advance 
of tbe road from G ermania ford to Chancel- 
lorsville, the two flanks resting on those 
points and the general headquarters in the 
wilderness. 

Meanwhile, in the afternoon, the advance of 
the Ninth corp.* crossed the Germania 
ford, taking position on our right flank, 
burnaide's rear arrived this morning. It is 
understood that a general attack was to be 
made this morning, and heavy firing had com- 
menced when I left at 5 o'clock. Heavy can- 
nonading was heard when I jussed Ktlley'a 
ford, abou; 9 a. v , which leads me to believe 
that we had driven them to their defenses, as 
no heavy guns could be brought into action in 
the former position. There ought to be no 
doub*. that there has been a grand victory, as 
Meade stowed his strength by a stubborn and 
gallant defense whhcu: using half the com- 
mand.

Patsr and Clotii fkom Corn Husks — A 
very interesting statement ot facts relative to 
the invention of Dr. Auer (which has also 
been patented in this country) has been re- 
ceived at ihe Department of Agriculture, in a 
letter dated April 4, late, from P. Canisius, 
F.mj., U S. Consul at Vienna, who is indefati 
gable in industrial researches of interest and 
value to his countrymen. Samples of the pa 
Der were seat last year. Accompanying these 
papers are *\a pies of corn linen, of close lex 
ture, heavy and very atrong. 

Corn paper is already sold in Vienna as low 
as thai from rags, although the husks are 
brought from Italy and Hungary to the paper 
mills at Schloegelmuhle, near Vienna. I> ie 
claimed to be equal to the finest linen paper. 
For tracing and drawing papers, it ia held to 
be superior to any other kind. Fine, faucy 
and colored papers are made with an admix 
ture of husk libers and ragi. 

The corntiber linen is not designed for fine 
linen purposes, but may be profitably used as 
common linen. 

From maxi husks are manufactured yarn, 
niper stuff, flour-dough, linen, drillings, oil- 
cloth, knapsacks, fire-buckets, tar-covers; 
also, letter-envelops, flower-piper, cigarette- 
papers, photographic and parchment papers.

Another Useful Improvement and Sav- 
ing — Prof. A. H. Everettc, ol New York, has 
made an Improvement in the rednction of lead 
from Galena, by which a considerable reduc- 
tion of expenses is effected. Instead of using 
iron scraps to reduce the ore, he uses tin 
f craps from the shops of the tin-plate workers. 
Five hundred pounds of the sulphide of lead 
are mixed with one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds of tin scraps in a reverbcratory furnace, 
and kept at an intense heat : the charge being 
stirred every fifteen i..it ut- -. Ia from one to 
two Lours the whole mass becomes fluid, and 
the reduction is complete. It is found best 
to introduce one halt the charge of tin scraps, 
and allow it to become red not, when the ore 
and the remainder ut the scraps are added. 
Besides the cheaper and more rapi i reduction 
of tbe ore by this process, the tin ol the scraps 
is mixed with the lead, increasing the yield, 
and for many purposes improving the quality . 
tin scraps, instead of being thrown upon the 
commons as waste, will hereafter be ot value.
